At 'vl.*> Chairman 
Everson started 
the ball rolling for the investigating 
seance. 
All mem bors of the com m it­ 
tee present 
Attorney Brookes, for 
prosecution, was unavoidably absent 
and did not reach council chamber 
until after !* o’clock. 
T h e chairman 
desired to know if there 
were any 
i citizens present who desired to say 
anything on the subject m atter of the 
trial, 
when 
Mr. Charles McGregor, 
uncle of Jesse McGregor, stepped to 
the front and made the following 
statem ent: 
“ Mr Warren has made the state­ 
ment that I attem pted to bribe him 
w itll the present of a house and lot. 
Som e tw o years ago Warren came t * * 
me: said th a t his *.ister wanted to buy 
a house and lot: that In* had no money 
of his own, but his sister had. and she 
wanted tv. settle down in a perm anent 
home. Warren and myself had several 
talk- about the matter. 
Sim i' tim e 
last July he told me th a t his sister 
had changed her mind and concluded 
not to purchase. 
I did not own the 
property in quest iou: it belonged to 
my 
brother. 
Warren's 
statem en ts 
made about the cast* and about my 
a ttem p t to bribe him are absolutely 
false. 
I never talked to him about 
this property at all since the set-called 
McGregor case was brought before the 
public. 
I have not been sum m oned as 
a witness in 
ibis case, but merely 
cam e before this com m ittee to place 
m yself right.” 
Chairman Everson thanked Met;re 
gor and stated that if more citizens 
would step to th e front, 
truths and 
facts of Importance m ight be brought 
out. 
Mr. McGregor then added th at the 
defense in this case could not truth 
fully assert that he had been induced 
by the prosecution to say w hat he had 
said, and that not a penny had been 
offered to him to testify: no bribe had 
been offered him to work the prosecu 
thin up. 
Chief Warren was called to the stand 
and McGregor was given permission to 
ask him questions. 
McGregor— When did the talk about 
house aud lot take place? 
W arren—After Jess McGregor was 
arrested. 
McGregor 
Where? 
W arren- In your office on one oc­ 
casion. 
McGregor—I tnderstand th a t you 
claim th a t I offered you a house and lot 
as a bribe? 
Warren—Yes. I looked at It in that 
light. 
McGregor—State now w hat I 
said 
and w hat property you refer to. 
Warren—A property in th is city; 
one of those you desired 
me to pur­ 
chase. 
I said I had no money. 
You 
told me. previous to Jess McGregor's 
arrest, that this sam e property was 
worth 145 or $50 per front foot: after 
Jess McGregor's arrest you intim ated 
th a t a much smaller sum would pur­ 
chase it on my part. 
T he property Is 
on Eleventh street, extends up about 
IOO feet and belongs to your brother. 
T his talk was less than a year ago. 
You spoke to me about it less than a 
year ago. 
McGregor—When did I first speak to 
you about the matter? 
Warren—Over a year ago. 
McGregor—Was 
It not over 
two 
years ago? 
And did you not tell me 
your sister wanted to buy? 
Warren—Yes; about tw o years ago. 
McGregor—Didn't you tell rue you 
had no desire to make this your per­ 
m anent home? 


Warren— Yes, 
som ething of that 
kind; had no desire to remain here un­ 
til I died, unless I passed in my checks 
very suddenly. Mr. McGregor,you have 
talked to me about this house and lot 
matter more than a dozen different 
times during the past 15 months, since 
Jess McGregor was arrested. 
Mr. McGregor then stepped to the 


f r o n t and tragically asserted th a t he 
had not had the property In question 
in his hands for the past I H months. 
Chairman Everson informed him th a t 
the dispute had no great bearing on 
the case in hand: that it was merely a 
question of 
veracity 
between Mc­ 
Gregor and Warren, but th a t all citi­ 
zens had a right to be heard before the 
com mittee. 
McGregor—I am a good citizen and 
pay my taxes, and I can't understand 
how an interloper like Warren dare

there, but not playing; in reply to 
Everson, said 
he was arrested 
at 
West End, East Liverpool, for Illegal 
liquor Hellion, hut was not 
guilty; It

asked Marshall what In* would take, 
when he cam e to arrest me; don't 
know w hether he took a cigar or 
whisky; think it 
was whisky; never 
saw Warren <>r Duncan take d r in k s 1 
there. 
Everson said: “ Did you not go 
to the in Ivor’s office with some ladles 
who were arrested at HIU?" 
Yes; t hey 
sent for me; they got drinks at times 
from mc In Fitzpatrick's saloon; don’t 
remember Campbell or 
Phillips g et­ 
ting drinks from me. 
Rogers said: 
th a t Fitzpatrick had adm itted this to "Pat, did n’t tilt* officers often take 
him aud that he had 
redeemed the 
chain In the sum of *>0 rents; stated 
that 
the boys were 
arrested: two 
Wellsville boys were fined by Mayor 
Sinclair and the balance were let go; 
mayor took him self and son intoa room 
and mayor q u e s t inned tile Imiv 
a s to 
where he had got the whisky. 
Pat ftkalley— Rogers said to Pat 
“ how do you swear?” 
Patrick, a free 
and easy youth, rather good looking 
hut awful in cheek, 
replied: 
“Sure, 
sir, and I mane to tell the tru th .” 
Pressed further, Patrick intim ated 
that he was as dumb aa an oyster un­ 
til tin* financial lever had been applied 
in his case, In a like mariner with w it­ 
ness Campbell. 
In other words. P a t­ 
rick desired the sum of 90 cents, 5<) for 
fees and Jo for mileage. 
Rogers gave 
him t he ducats. Everson swore 
Pat­ 
rick and then said to him "sit down, 
sir," so abruptly a s to cause Patrick to 
drop as lf shot. 
T h en the Inquisitor 
applied Hie torture: 
Mr. Skelley, did you keep bar for 
Fitzpatrick, arid if so. for what lengt h 
of time. 
Pat remarked that 
bo did. 
and for some nine months. 
Question­ 
ed about giving a customer change and 
supplying him witli a counterfeit dot 
lar, Patrick said the customer had a 
drink of rough on rats, In the shape of 
Wellsville whisky; that he w en t to his 
employer, Fitzpatrick, got the chang! 
and gave the patron $1.90 chang! 
keeping IO cents for the bilge water; 
th a t lie, Skelley, was afterward ar­ 
rested, brought before Mayor Sim ian: 
Fitzpatrick paid tin munificent sum 
of $2.60 for him and he was a free brei 
slinger. 
Patrick said he wanted 
tin 
case settled, and the man who got tin 
counterfeit dollar, 
which 
had been 
mad!' good to him, wanted it settled 
T h a t settled it. 
W hen asked if Chief 
Warren and other policemen could gel 
drinks as t hey pleased at F ltzp a trick s 
merely for the asking. Patrick replied 
derisively in the negative. 
Everson 
asked what kind of a house 
Fitzpat­ 
rick kept, and Patrick intim ated that 
it was an em inently respectable bouse. 
Everson pressed the glib son of 
Erin 
more closely arid wanted to know if 
Fitzpatrick 
kept 
a 
grocery, 
and 
Patrick Intimated th a t th e chair- 
man knew ail about tile place himself: 
that it was not a grocery, tint merely 
place tosupply drinks. 
T here was 
no gambling, no playing for drinks, 
no card playing: when pressed closely 
by Everson, Pat adm itted they som e­ 
tim es played cards for fun, but kept 
an em inently respectable saloon. Said 
Everson, 
“how about 
the

ordinance? Was the house ever pulled 
on this charge?” 
Pat wa-* very glib in 
his answer of no, butsuddenly thought 
better of it, and said th e house had 
been pulled once on this ordinance, as 
they had forgot to pull the screens 
aside. 
Pat remembered everything 
favorable to bis cause with wonderful 
brightness, 
but when 
his 
answers 
would hurt, he was partially deaf, 
awfully forgetful and slightly afflicted 
with dumbness. 
He tried to be w itty 
at Everson’s expense, and raised the 
laugh on the clever chairman 
on 
several occasions. 
Rogers tackled Pat 
v et tuftily aud wanted to know the 
nature 
of the 
interview 
between 
Mayor Sinclair arid him self respecting 
tile counterfeit dollar. 
Pat replied 
that tile mayor was Inquisitive over 
the matter, and wanted to know how 
Fitzpatrick was mixed up in it, Inti­ 
m ating th at he m igh t send F it/ over 
to Lisbon.

Asked Warren about th e m at­ 
ter, two days later, and be said Heinz 
had been u p o n two different occasions 
to set* me: heard Pogo was doing spit** 
work; Fogo's reputation is not good; 
didn't, prosecute t tie lleln z case on ac­ 
count of Fogo's bad character; under 
no obligation to Heinz or McDonald: 
they never paid mo a penny, 
I 
or­ 
dered Warren to warn all saloonkeep­ 
ers against dice throwing in th e sa­ 
loons; believe he did. 
Brookes - “About Fogo's character; 
was there any doubt about 
Heinz’s 
guilt?" 
Y es sir; there was & warrant 
out for Heinz: gave It to officer, and 
culled him to account, for not serving 
It. 
“T hen, Mayor, you let violators of 
law escape simply because prosecutors 
may lie Influenced through m a lice;are 
riot many cases pushed through malice 
and violators punished? 
How many 
have you let escape In this way?" 
Nom* 
but 
Heinz’s. 
“ How 
about 
Woods?" 
Oh yes, and Woods. 
“ How 
about the Campbell boy?” Yes, Camp­ 
bell was another. 
“ How about Mc­ 
Donald?" 
Well, McDonald promised 
never to allow dice throwing, and 
I 
let him go, 
“ W m there not an ordi­ 
nance against dice throwing?” Yes, but 
never enforced. 
“Then th e ordinance 
laid dormant?” 
Yes. 
“ Has It ever 
been enforced by you?” 
I believe not. 
“ I)o you deem it your duty to tell the 
people 
all 
about ordinances 
warn 
them riot to offend?” 
No. 
“ Would 
you have any difficulty lh gettin g any 
saloonkeeper to promise not to break 
ordinances, In case tie had been found

know. “ You had but one saloonkeeper 
vote for you?” 
I knew of but one. 
"How rniny Republican saloon keepers 
are In town?”

McDonald sworn 
Wells said: "Do 
you remember when Woods was ar­ 
rested for throw ing dice?” 
I talked 
to the mayor about th** m atter; he 
spoke of the violation of th e ordinance 
agairi-t throwing dice in saloons; told 
birn I knew about the ordinance, but 
that It had never been enforced: it was 
the custom to throw dice in saloons In 
this city. I promised to q u 't , and did; 
offered no inducem ent to th e mayor; 
nothing said about politics; at the 
primaries I voted for Frank Silvers;at 
election, for .Sinclair; don’t know what 


hour of the day Woods was arrested. 
Pollee seldom came Into nu saloon, 
Duncan It id a drink there one rn 'ru­ 
ing.

“ You knew about ordi­ 
nance against dict* throwing?" 
Yes; 
heard about it: hut it was a common 
practice lo the saloons; had been for 
years. 
“ Did the officers know about 
; It?” 
Don't know: there w is no secret 
about it; officers could see it 
tieing 
done as the? passed lh iv Ugh: officers 
never objected. 
Warren was seldom 
In my place: the dice sat on the couo- 
1 tor, ready for all: the officers made no 
protest, and th a t was 
one of the 
reasons the dice wore openly used: mv 
barkeeper was guilty. 
Yes, 
I knew 
It was unlawful to keep dice there 
It 
was a favor on the part o f the mayor 
to forgive the offender*, and I so con­ 
sidered it: the mayor favored me and 
I of course felt grateful. 
Heinz called. 
Wells: 
“ Fogo made 
Complaint against you.”

Fogo 
Came In my place and wanted to fight 
a str in g e r, who go! away from him 
Fogo seized the Tom and Jerry howl 
and broke it.
